1 also haye the honor to submit for your perusal, a 
copy of sundiy other letters written’ by the executive - 
of this state, bearing felation io the above ; but going 
further into subjects embracing in his opinion, the 

. more general interests of the state, hoping to shew- 
thereby, the necessity which exists for future exerti- 

n, tobe made by public agents through your direc- 
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tion and judicious instructiorts ; for which purpose 
they are submitted for your cousideration; they are 
communicated in detailas the best way of observing 
on so many subjects. I eheerfully exhibit them to 
your honorable body, believing as 1 do, that important 
benefit tothe state in general, will flow from your pos- 
session of those papers, and from your judicious and, 
pertinent instructions relative thereto ; they have.been 
written as I belieyé, in the spirit of liberality, witha 


sense of justice to all concerned,.and. with an honest -. 


zeal to promote the welfare of Tennessee. 


"Tennessee possesses great internal wealth, high na- 
tural advantages compared‘ with other states, and is 
‘settled by people of industrious habits, #ossessing a 
good share of laudable enterprize, but eramptin their 
means of execution, by the existence of present tem- 
pory external causes and obstructions, within the pow- 
er of the general government soto controul; that they 
may be, if not wholly removed, so much lessened, 
that the barriers to our prosperity may be put as it 
were, out of the way, by opening 2 channel for the 
safe and convenient exportation of eur redundancies, 
an extinguishment of Indian claim, Ke. &c. this done, 
we have at cnce the most considerable state in the u- 
nion ; we only want to exercise the privilege of ap- 
plying cur labors in the business of community, in the 
way we have a fight to expect we should, from cur 
iceal situation, thus to assist by the hand of art aud 
of industry, the consummation of those natural ad- 
vantages which were evidently intended for us by the 
Creator; best exertions should be used py all to o- 
pen, andio make smooth the way which would lead 
to the enjoyment of such important benefits without 
dclay. Attention in us tothese'things,are important to 
the future growth of cur infant state, than time deya- 
ted to the idle whimsies of foreign relations, at pre- 
sent, and for some years past, governed by no certain 
rules or wise regulations; whereby-te better the poli- 
tical state of affairs. I rejoice, in proportion to my 
Jove-of cuuntry, that the United States haye done .ne 
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get whereby to aid in producing such disorder in fo- 
reign relations, as at present prevails. : 

In discharge of cur business at home, we should to 
day; in a regular plan of operation, all that is proper 
and practicable to effect for the day; and in pursu- 
ance of that plan, should Jook so far forward, as to 
see and to do, what would be proper to effect for to- 
morrow and so on; this would keep the busmess of 
the day vighily progressing, and would betaking care 
to place the affairsof community in a laudable and re- 
gularly progressive state’ of improvement, equal at 
feast to a plentiful and timely supply of the means of 
comfort, toa fast increasing, and a highly deserving 
. people; sych a course of refieetion and action is a du- 
ty in all, but particularly proper for those te pursue, 
who have public relations in charge; the mest confi- 
dent reliance is placed on your best exertions being 
used, in promoting the best interest of our state, and 
the mast earnest hope and fuli beef entertained, that 
your exertions will be attended with success. 

"That measure of theexecutive of the United States, 
taken in relation to the tract of country situate east of 
the Mississippi river, and west of the river Perdide, 
in the course of the last fall, is highly praiseworthy ; 
the completion of which, isi trust, progressing as fast 
as circumstances will admit, and will ensure great

‘frequent camplaint is made by travellers of their be- 
ing robbed, and of ciher-injuries aud other deprédati- 
-o2s, insults and ill treatment, committed -ani done on 
‘that road by the Indians; seme eampetent authority 
should take. measures io remedy those evils, and guard 
against a repitition of them.; a iurnpike to-be cstu- 
blished on that read under proper regulations, would 
be acertain means of keeping it in better repair-— 
many of our fellow citizens travel that road, and have 
toencounter great difficulties, which could he remedi- 
ed if proper regulations prevailed there, it is respect- 
Tully submitted, whethesx it would net be well fer your 
honorable body te give our delegation in congress in- 
structions to use their eadeavers with the competent 
authuvity te prévile a remedy. I have.rea-.on to be- 
lieva that many of our fellow citisens whe travel that 
road having negroes, are ofon compelied to leave iheir 
negroes In these nutions over which the read passes, 
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unless they have passports obtained from the governor. 
of some state, or from a commanding officer of some 
garrison ; such a regulation on a public road regular- 
iy stipulated for by government, is troublesome, ex- 
pensive and vexatious, to require passports of safety 
to trarela public road, is to me quite novel, and if a- 
ny law requires it, the law shouid be repealed; and if 
there is no law to authorise the measure, it should be 
protested against asgppressiye. 

The wagzon road leading from this to Augusta in 
Georgia passing through the Cherokee country is 
represented to be in bad order—irayellers often com- 
plain of the great injuries and abuses they sustain on 
that voad.at the hands .of the Indians—some have 
been robbed of thousands of dollars ata time on that 
road, the read has been regularly stipulated for, &ithe 
Indians are permitted to keep a turnpike thereon, and 
should be bound to keep it in good repair z in default 
of which the general government should have the re- 
gulation ofit ; justice seems to require that all roads 
passing through the Indian countries should be kept 
up by turnpikes, to be regnlaied ‘by government 3’ 
and the laws of the Uniied States should be extend- 
ed and enforced on those roads for the protection and 
safety of the personsané property of travellers ; and 
I have no deubt bat this would be done on the sug- 
gestion of your honorable body ; and as our fellow- 
citizens who „make the greatest use of those- reads 
must continue to be injured, unless an alteration 
takes place ; I can see no impropriety in your inter- 
ference, so far as to recommend such steps to be ta- 
ken, To the people ofthe weste:neountry generally, it 
isimportant {hat some such regulation respecting 
roads should be made, and oorerved ; roads kept im 
bad order, aad unsafe, instead of proving beneficial, 
would be evils. :

Within that part .of the reservation to” which the 
Indian claim is not extinguished, those who own grant- 
ed Jands cannot proceed to identify them, as an act of 
congress prohibits the owners, under heavy penalties; 
from going on those lands to do it ; many others cane 
not, ripen teir entries into grants—some no déubé 
held lands there by grant, which interferes with the 
laud of ethers, and many own tracts which cannot be 
identified. Those entries were made under the pro- 
visions of an act of North Carolina; passed 20 or 80 
years ago 3 the operation of time lag doubtless deg- 
troyed the corners and Inad merks of. many suryeyg, 
and if tke jux ful ciaiants are not permitted shortly 
to take some measures to identity their surveys.and to 
perpeteaie tcstimeny concerning them. they, in all 
probability, will lose them wholix, since many of the 
purveyors aud ¢hain carriers are for advanced iv years, 
who if not permiited ia establish their. works soon, 
may neyer have’ powst. to do its die neglect would 
profluce ruin to dhe owners.

These are grievances which should be redressed, 
and douijtless would be if rour honorable body would 
represeat the situation of those claimants to the come 
potent authority, capable of afferding relief. or would 
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give instructions fo cur delegation in congress to de 
90. 

Xt is perhaps, worthy of remark, that those lands 
are covered by Indian elaimis only, on no part of which 
do those elaimants reside, oxever did, and perhaps ne- 
ver will; they claim a large tract of country contigu- 
ous thereto, entirely without the limits of this state. 
on which they have for many years lived, and do now 
Jive; there is little or no game on that part of their 
elaim stuate within our chartered limits, henee, it 
eannot be an ohjeet with the Indiansto retain it to our 
manifest injury.
